ASHINGTON, March «9—To pooh-pooh Col. 
Teddy Roosevelt, Jr., is quite the fashion. 
The chorus of pooh poobs rose to a climax 
recently, when young Teddy 
was suggested for 
the govcrnor-generahhlp of the Philippine;:. N at­ 
urally. A lot of politicians want thnt job. If Ted­ 
dy ran be pooh-poohed out of it— leave it to them. 
W ith no wish to purii him for that or any 
other post, «uppose we give the colonel the once 
over, to see whether wc can arrive at some sort 
of conclusion concerning the calibre he is. 
If fg Teddy junior's hard luck that people 
persist in comparing him with his father. 
Robert T. Lincoln, for instance, never would 
permit himself to be compared with his sire. 
He 
made a hermit of himself to a ^ i d it. Throughout 
most of his career he dodged public life, for that 
especial reason. 
Thr second and third generations of Grants 
ha\t don« the same thing, without carrying it 
to quite such extremes. They always have been 
satisfied to be simply a great man'« descendants. 
Bach on his own account, merely a good aver­ 
age. 
Young Teddy happens to have much the same 
tastes and ambitions as Theodore I. He has gone 
in for politic«. And why not—if he chooses— as 
well as anybody? 
However, It makes him conspicuous—neces­ 
sarily. 
And instead of estimating him on the basis 
of his intrinsic worth as an individual, the public 
insists on estimating him afi his father's son. 
This has been pretty severe on him. 
It gave him an early, easy start, to be sure, 
but in the long run, that may only prove to have 
handicapped him. 
Probably, Teddy, senior, made a few mistakes 
in his >outh, too. If so, they did not count heav­ 
ily against him, because he was young. By the 
time he had achieved greatness they were for­ 
gotten.

From the very outset, he lias had to stand the 
contrast between himself and his father— in the I 
latter’» prime. 
They may say what they please, but young 
Teddy was a middling good assistant secretary 
of tbr navy. 
True, he fell for the transfer of Elk Hills 
and Teapot Dome from the navy to the depart­ 
ment of the Interior, but it was his superior's 
policy; not his. He could only have protested, at 
most; and he failed to see the Ethiopian in the 
woodpile. So did a great many other supposedly 
capable officials. Indeed numerous competent n a ­ 
val authorities still insist that, at least in prin­ 
ciple it was a good thing. 
The colonel was an assistant naval secre­ 
tary of character and not ail his decisions were 
wrong. He hated red tape. He bad nerve.
